t's 4:30 PM on a Wednesday and 

the Chinook Theatre is crawling 
with actors. Which shouldn't sur- 
prise anyone, since the Chinook is, 
after all, a theatre venue. This is 
all more surprising when you con- 
sider that the Chinook Theatre 
Society is no longer occupying the 
building, and that the assorted thes- 
pians running amok are members 
of five different theatre compa- 
nies. These five companies are 
sharing rent, goals and often per- 
sonnel under the auspices of the 
Chinook Consortium. 

“This place is pumped,” says Ian 
Ferguson, mastermind of Union 
Theatre and the tremendously suc- 
cessful Die Nasty. Ferguson himself 
was enthused, as was the vocal 
handful I quaffed coffee with in 
the main office. There's hardly a 
shortage of energy these days at 
the Chinook. 

Union Theatre, that irreverent 
troupe who brought Edmonton Die 
Nasty, now run their improvised 
soap in the Chinook on Monday 
nights. Likewise, Rapid Fire have 
their various phenomena such as 
Theatresports, Gorilla Theatre and

“It’s bursting,” says Patti Stiles, 
artistic director of Rapid Fire The- 
atre. “This is the next generation of 
theatre artists staking a home.” 

So what is the demeanor of this 
new generation? Leaner and mean- 
er, to be certain. Each of the five 


Gimme Shelter 


During tough times, five theatre companies split rent at the Chinook 


companies are independent, artist- 
driven, original and 
crowd-pleasing. However, it’s a 
mark of the times that five fully 
operational companies have one 
theatre space between them. When 
the last wave of theatre companies 
formed the province was booming 
and grants were readily available. 
In the ’90s, new companies have 
little choice but to tighten their 
belts and huddle closer to the fire. 
Which are precepts bred into these 
companies by the Fringe, where 
economy, originality and hustle are 
what make a show. 

The genesis of the Consortium is 
tied inextricably to the Fringe. Rap- 
id Fire mainstays such as 
Theatresports and the 11:02 Show 
first saw the world in packed Fringe 
houses: Stewart Lemoine’s self- 
written, self-directed plays have 
been Fringe regulars. Shadow 
Theatre first brought their work to 
the Fringe with the intention of 
using it as a springboard to year- 
round operation. A growing number 
of small companies formed at the 
Fringe have been trying their hand 
at life beyond the big festival, not 
satisfied with a couple of sunny 
weeks a year of creative freedom. 

In 1992, the Chinook Society 
summoned a dozen of these small- 
er companies to hear a proposal. 
Producing the Fringe, putting out 
touring shows and running the 
Theatre space were becoming too 
much of a strain. The Society had 
chosen to let go of their space, but 


wanted to see it continue as a 
place for theatre. The Society sug- 
gested that a group of these smaller 


companies get together and run 
the space co-operatively. Initial 
responses were lukewarm. None 
of the 12 companies were con- 
vinced that the idea would work. 

In stepped Rapid Fire Theatre. 
Weekly renters at the time, Rapid 
Fire approached the Chinook with 
a plan of their own. “The thought 
of this building not being a theatre 
was horrific,” says Patti Stiles, ar-

tistic director of Rapid Fire. Rapid 
Fire, perhaps accustomed, by years 
of Theatresports, to taking risks 


and working with virtually noth- 
ing, made good on their intentions. 


By September of 1993 Rapid Fire 
were learning the administrative 
ropes and had convinced four oth- 
er companies to assume the risk. 

“Everybody was at that point in 
their growth when they were want- 
ing a space,” recalls Stiles. So far the 
five renters have settled into their 
permanent address with very little 
toe-stepping. In fact, the opposite 
has been the case, with all parties

pitching in, sharing publicity, labor, 
making up for budgetary excesses 
like a paid janitorial staff by clean- 
ing up themselves. 

“Artistically we have different ap- 
proaches, but we share similar 
philosophies,” says Stiles. “To accept 
challenges, to make our own work.” 

Resourcefulness is a common 
trait of the Consortium artists, who 
are apparently comfortable wear- 
ing several hats — actors become 


playwrights, directors, musicians, | 


janitors, etc., which makes them 
useful resources to one another. 
Hedda Gabbler and Rapid Fire’s 
touring show, Jobnny Drops Out 
involve a lot of cross-pollination 
between companies in casting and 
creation. An entirely new entity 
has reared its head out of the 


3 Chinook talent pool, led by Rap- 


id Fire’s Jeff Page, called the 
Rag-Tag Theatre Symposium. 
The Symposium is working up a 
live take on the classic sci fi 
flick, The Fantastic Voyage. 
Die Nasty has been a common 
melting pot for these groups since 
some time before the Chinook The- 
atre was an issue, involving members 
of Rapid Fire, la Quindicina and the 
Trolls. “I deliberately went out and 
hand-picked these people,” says 
Ferguson, “because they are talent- 
ed people and great improvisers. 
These people are fearless. I really 
believe they can do anything.” 
Another lesson learned from the 
Fringe for these companies is to 
come across to audiences — 


through the 
Nasty, thi 


develop an interest in other attrac- 
tions. Says Shadow Theatre founder 
John Hudson, “We want to make 
this the place in town for theatre.” 

Frugality is a virtue in the Con- 
sortium, where Page was once 
called extravagant for spending $12 
on a prop. “It’s important that 
companies be responsible,” says 
Stiles. 

“You have to be realistic,” ads 
Page. “We're not mourning for fund- 
ing that we don’t have.” The 
Consortium is seeking government 
funding to get the project on its feet 
— what they are asking for is much 
less than the operating budgets 
which backed theatres ten years ago. 
The plan is to eventually generate 
their operating budget on their own 
steam. “We'd like to be able to get 
by without a dime from Alberta 
Culture,” says Page. 

Which may very soon be the 
case. Amidst all of the optimism in 
the Chinook is the looming reality 
of their situation. Bottom line is 
— the Chinook is in a prime retail 
area, where a restaurant would 
bring in more rent than a theatre 
space. “It’s all up in the air,” says 
Stiles. “If the community doesn’t 
stand behind us.” 

“It'll be very sad if we don’t get 
the money,” says Hudson, who 
addresses the situation more bold- 

‘ly, “and we’re not gonna get it. 
The government is very rash and 
uncaring.” Cuts to culture have

" of Alberta’s domestic workers say as 
“the federal government makes their 
Bovork and life in Canada difficult. 

Job guidelines and taxation laws 
are strict. In some cases, medical 
rules are forcing nannies to aban- 
don hope of becoming a Canadian 
citizen and some face deportation. 

Until now, domestic workers 
have quietly respected the rules. 
But the recent case of one Filipino 
nanny, Celia Felipe, is changing 
that unquestioning compliance. 
Nannies are beginning to challenge 
the government on their own and 
in groups. Earlier this month, the 
three groups representing Alber- 
ta’s domestic workers decided to 
unite to lobby for changes to the 
rules governing their lives. 

The groups — Alberta Domestic 
Workers Association, Household 
Workers Association of Alberta and 
the International Homemakers As- 
sociation of Alberta — represent 
about 1,000 nannies in the prov- 
ince. But that’s only a fraction of 
the number. An official with the 
department of citizenship and im- 
migration says approximately 5,000 
domestic workers enter Alberta 
every year, many of them trying to 
immigrate to Canada. Ninety-five 
percent of those workers are from 
the Philippines. 

These women don’t enter the 
country haphazardly. A potential 
nanny must apply under the feder- 


ogram 


(formerly known as the Foreign 
Domestic Program). To be accept- 
ed, she must have six months of 
formal training, have a good knowl- 
edge of one official language, and 
pass medical and security checks. 

Once she’s made it to Canada, 
she must complete two years of 
work in 36 months in order to 
apply for landed immigrant status. 
She must live with the family she 
works for. She can't leave the coun- 
try for more than six months. She 
needs permission to take certain 
educational courses. And she can’t 
take a second job. Even babysit-

Questioning the fairness of immigration and tax rules 


ting another family’s children can 
land a nanny in trouble, says Immi- 
gration official Treasure 
Ducharme-Carlson. 

But under-the-table work is of- 
ten tempting, say some nannies, 
because they don’t make a lot at 
their first job to begin with. They 
say they earn about $600 a month 
— dollars that are usually sent 
back home to their families. 

After a nanny has completed her 
work requirements, she can then 
apply to become a landed immi- 
grant. Asa part of this process, she 
must go through more medical and 
security checks. So must her chil- 
dren and husband back home. If 
she fails, she must leave the coun- 
try. If she passes — but a member 





of her family fails — she also must 
leave. 

These check-ups have angered 
many of Alberta’s domestic work- 
ers, and some have challenged the 
guidelines in court. Celia Felipe is 
one such example. After working 
two years as a nanny, she applied 
for landed immigrant status. She 
was rejected because she failed 
her medical test. At one time she 
had cancer. Her doctor now say 
she’s in remission. But the govern- 
ment’s diagnosis is: deportation. 

Sherish Chotalia is Felipe’s law- 
yer. Chotalia says nannies should 
only be subjected to one medical 
exam. 

“It's our position that (Felipe) 
should not have had to go for any 
further medicals to begin with — 
aside from the fact that her doctor 
says she’s in complete remission 
and has been since a couple years 
ago.” 

Chotalia also says Ottawa should 
be more flexible with the rules 
when it comes to nannies. 

“I've already had a number of 
decisions out of the Federal Court 
which confirm that the domestic 
workers under the Live-In Caregiv- 
er Program are not ordinary 
immigrants. They’ve already served 
for 24 months minimum and are in 
a special category where the court 
has said they have to be treated in 
a flexible and a constructive 
manner.” 
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Chotalia will be in Federal Court 
on March 11 to make Felipe’s case. 
But her involvement with domestic 
workers doesn’t stop there. The 
human rights lawyer is also launch- 
ing a legal challenge for another 
Filipino woman. 


In this case, the woman also 


| applied for landed immigrant sta- 


tus and was denied. She passed 
her medical test, but two of her 
children in Manila did not. Chota- 
lia says this regulation is not fair 
because the woman has no inten- 
tion of bringing her children to 
Canada. 

“A live-in caregiver or domestic 
worker should be able to choose 
whether she wants to come to Can- 
ada alone and live without her 
dependents or with them,” says 
Chotalia. “And if she chooses not 
to bring them at this time, there’s 
no reason I can see why her de- 
pendents in the other country 
should have to be processed for 
medical and criminal checks. It’s 
simply illogical.” 

hotalia also says the Immigra- 

tion Act does make allowanc- 
es for children or family members 
who fail their medicals. 

“Let’s say she does want to bring 
these children and dependents and 
if some of them turn out to be 
medically inadmissible, there is first 
of all a discretion with immigration 
officials on humanitarian and com- 
passionate basis to allow the entry 
of the inadmissible children.” 

Chotalia says denying these chil- 
dren entry into Canada is a violation 
of the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms on the basis of phys- 
ical disability. “(This medical 
requirement) prevents the admis- 
sion of a person — a dependent in 
this case, a child — of a person 
simply because of physical disa- 
bility.” 

She says there are probably many 
domestic workers who are being 
denied landed immigrant status 
because of the health of their chil- 
dren. But she says it’s impossible 
to determine the number. (Ducha- 
rme-Carlson of the immigration 
department says about three per- 
cent of nannies are denied status). 





“The problems with domestic 
workers is that a lot of them sim- 
ply, when they get the letter 
(denying them landed immigrant 
status), just leave,” says Chotalia. 
*The letter will specifically very 
often say ‘you have no right of 
appeal from this decision’ so they 
believe there’s nothing they can do 
in the courts. However, there may 
not be any statutory right of appeal 
but there’s always judicial review. 

“That means every decision made 
by any government official is sub- 
ject to review to make sure it's 
been made fairly and in accor- 
dance with the rules of natural 
justice. And secondly, there is al- 
ways the Charter of Rights and 
freedoms that ensures that legisla- 
tion is not discriminatory and that 


discretion should not be exercised | 


in a discriminatory fashion.” 
The groups representing Alber- 
ta’s nannies also believe the federal 


government must be less discrimi- | 
if - 
to live on for a reasonable stan- 


natory and more compassionate in 
dealing with these cases. The pres- 
ident of the Household Workers 
Association of Alberta says aan- 


nies give a lot to this country and | 


should get something back. 

“This poor nanny is working hard 
here in Canada and she's render- 
ing excellent services,” says Regina 


Suravilla. “She’s paying taxes, she’s | 


paying everything.” 

Suravilla says the three groups 
of domestic workers are beginning 
to lobby the government to change 
the medical requirements. The three 
groups held their first joint infor- 
mation session earlier this month 
and are planning to write letters to 
any politician who will listen. 

But Suravilla says medicals are 
just the tip of the iceberg. She says 
there are a number of other federal 
guidelines the three groups take 
issue with.

Alberta’s nannies want this train- 
ing requirement nixed. An 
Immigration official says Ottawa is 
already looking at the suggestion. 
Treasure Ducharme-Carlson says 
the previous federal government 
knew about the black market prob- 
lem. She says the government was 
thinking about changing the re- 
quirement to one year of on-the-job 
experience. Ducharme-Carlson says 
the new federal government is plan- 
ning to study this proposal soon. 

Another issue relates to taxes. 
When filing a tax return, a nanny 
can no longer claim children living 
outside the country. But an official 
with Revenue Canada says domes- 
tic workers can claim the money 
they send back to their families. 
“That’s providing that your hus- 
band doesn’t have enough money 


dard there,” says Christine Nelson. 
Nannies say they must pay in- 
the Canadian 
government and the Filipino gov- 
ernment, a difficult burden for 
people who make only a few hun- 
dred dollars a month. Nelson says 
the nannies shouldn't have to pay 
taxes twice. She says domestic 
workers can claim the taxes they 
pay abroad when they file their 
Canadian tax return 
The groups representing domes- 
tic workers have already received 
local support. Immigration’s Duc- 
harme-Carlson and lawyer Sherish 
Chotalia are both encouraging nan- 
nies to speak up about these and 
any other issues they find unfair. 
“Goto your politician,” says Chota- 
lia. “We have a change in government 
now and I think it’s incumbent on 
these groups to get together and 
understand what the law says or 
what it appears to say....and write 
to the minister and get support.” 
Regina Suravilla of the House- 
hold Workers Association of Alberta 
promises the three groups will do 
that. “We want to show to them we 
are united and fighting for one 
goal.”

fter listening to Triple Threat’s 

latest CD offering, Terra Firma 
Boogie, it’s easy to believe guitarist/ 
vocalist Johnny V’s comment, “The 
trio is real good - they’re profession- 
als,” when referring to bandmates 
Tim Williams (guitar, mandolin, vo- 
cals) and Rusty Reed (harmonica, 
vocals).

The members of UJE teach stu- 
dents jazz, but otherwise have plenty 
of free time left to concentrate on 
their music. “We don’t have to worry 
about reality too much,” say Antoni- 
uk. “It’s every musician’s dream.” 

So what could persuade Antoniuk 
and the other members of the UJE to 
even briefly leave this paradise? How 
about Edmonton’s Jazzworks Non- 
Competitive Music Workshop, Feb. 
3-5, at the Yardbird Suite. 

The members of UJE will help 
some 24 bands, ranging from trios to 
full-fledged big band outfits, hone 
their playing. The UJE members will 
listen to each individual band and 
give advice. They’ll also lead music 
clinics based on the instruments each 
UJE member plays. 

As well, the UJE will play a con- 
cert at the Yardbird on Feb. 5. 
Antoniuk promises they'll play about 
80 percent original compositions. 
The band offers an eclectic back-

er. “We thought we'd include a 
different track order for those fans 
who've been with us all along; 
there’s a different flow to the 
tracks.” The actual song order, like 
the material itself, is trying to more 
sharply define that which is Boot- 
sauce, “so,” laughs Ling, “if 
someone who had never heard of 
us before, or had heard all kinds of 
bad things about us wanted to 
know, we could say ‘it sounds like 
this.’” 

Aided by A&R man Corky Lange, 
their “Barry White on acid” vision 
has brought them in touch with 
industry heavyweights such as Tom 
Garneau, who recorded and mixed 
the album between April and June 
in New York City. A couple of club 
remixes are also slated, one of 
which was just done in Minneapo- 
lis by Garneau’s connection (and 
Paisley Park stalwart) David Z — 
“A sort of favor, because we could 
never afford the guy otherwise and 
it helps; it creates a buzz from the 
inside (of the industry),” says Ling 
of the band’s successful Big Apple 
hobnobbing (in fact, Ling’s voice 
has even taken on a hint of a New 
Yawk accent.

The EP's are also a taster for the 
US, UK, Germany and France, 
where the album hits the racks in 
April. The band’s busy year contin- 
ues with an imminent tour of 
Canada, timed to be a tune-up for

ter Bootie’s release there. Bootie 
features fewer samples (“there’s 





lots more ‘off the floor’”) and 99 
percent live beats, something the 
band wanted to use since last 
year’s Bull, which was recorded 
with samples due to a hand injury 
sustained by their drummer, John 
Lalley, (a.k.a.

John Estacio on writing for the ESO

he creative process is a source 

of never-ending hypothesizing. 
How does it work? From whence 
come the ideas which bring forth 
art? Who better to ask than a person 
who creates for a living? John Esta- 
cio, currently the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra’s Composer- 
in-Residence, is about to have two 
of his works premiered by the ESO 
at upcoming concerts. So what does 
he do when he is given a commis- 
sion to write music - to create art? 

“Panic first,” he laughs. “Well, not 
panic, but it is scary. At the same 
time that I’m working on my ESO 
commissions, I’m also doing a work 
for the cellists of the Toronto Sym- 
phony, and a string quartet, among 
some others. And it’s usually when 
I'm working on my current piece 
that I’ll get an idea for another one 
I'm doing. So, I just keep track of the 
ideas as they come — write them 
down and put them aside.” 

Born in Newmarket, Ontario, Es- 
tacio obtained his undergraduate 
degree from Wilfrid Laurier Uni- 
versity, and his Master’s from UBC. 
On Feb. 10, the ESO Lighter Clas- 
sics series concert will begin with 
the first of two works Estacio has 
written for the ESO’s 1993/94 sea- 








“It’s a Portugese word,” he ex- 
plained, “that means ‘joy’ or 
‘happiness.’ It’s the third piece I’ve 
written that I’ve given a Portugese 
title to. This one is bright colors - it's 
a bright, happy piece. Since it’s the 
Lighter Classics, what better place 
for a light piece?” 

Like other pieces he’s written, 
Estacio’s Alegria grew out of a long 
creative process. “I’ll work with a 
little idea as much as I can. Maybe 
I'll see if a melodic idea will work as 
a canon, or a fugue, treat it as best I 
can. I usually write a whole lot, then 
only use a little of what I've written.” 

Estacio’s other work for this sea- 
son is a much more ambitious work. 
Called Farmer’s Sympbony, the title 
is one he’s had in mind for a long 
time. “Since before my forma! musi- 
cal training, having grown up on a 
vegetable farm, I had always had an 
impression in my mind of a piece 
like this. All the different moods, the 
rates of activity, the sounds of the 
mechanical things on a farm, all of 
that could be communicated musi- 
cally, I thought. 

“I wanted it to be three move- 
ments, but I may only get to finish 
two before the concert. I wanted the 
three movements to represent Spring, 
Summer, and the Harvest, so we'll 
have to see how it goes. 

Estacio composes most of his 
music at a keyboard. “I’m quite 
spoiled, I bought myself a 16-track 
Korg sequencer, and it’s great. It 
really lets me work out individual

“The moral of the story is - that 
this must be destiny,” said rock-poet 
Steve Loree between static puffs on 
another borrowed cigarette. He is 
explaining the inception of his new 
band Greyhound Tragedy in heady 
terms; sighting fate, synchronicity and 
friendships that fly out of the ashes as 































jeans and a black sweater and I was 
wearing the very same thing.

The original Greyhound Tragedy 
began in 1986 and ended in 1987 with

I got drunk on red wine;in 
Yugoslayia and I had a hangover for 
two days with a swollen tongue.”

Rumor suggests that the DBB break 
was incited by stylistic conflicts 
between guitarists Brian Toogood and 
Loree, however Loree claims that this 
is not true. “Talking about old bands is 
like picking scabs,” he said. He and 
Brian are still friends. 


The Greyhound Tragedy debut is 
classic Loree, with themes of hope, 
damnation and late night rock 
redemption. The songs are a moody 
purge that breathe soft ashes and fury. 
But there is a warm hearth in the home 
of the one who wrote “A Bullet Named 
Bill” and the upbeat jangle of “All’s 
Well” and “Recollections” are a 
reminder of the cyclical renewal of 
optimism.

MINSTRELS ON SPEED 


Kick starting the new year with 
more tunes of contrast are Edmonton 
alternative rockers Minstrels On 
Speed. Released in the dying breath of 
December was their self-titled, first 
album length release. Minstrels On 
Speed’s rhythms are heavier and more 
complex than before, the wall of noise 
guitars are more in your face and 
everyone seems more involved. 

Kelly Service (guitar/vocals) 
credits the added edge on their third 
release to music producer Marek 
Forysinski (The Loved One). “It’s 
mostly in the production. Jd and Gone 
could have been just as heavy if Marek 
had worked on them. He basically got 
us off our asses and kept us at the job. 
But Marek was also like one of us. He 
was very easy to work with because he 
knew what we wanted to do.” 

One thing they definitely achieved 
on the 11 song album is a high level of 
contrast. They play loud, challenging 
rock counterpointed by pensive, 
articulate, occasionally angry lyrics. 
Then mix in Kelly McPhillamey’s 
strong lead vocals and harmonies, and 
there is a potent musical brew. “She 
has a great voice and we like her to 
sing as much as is possible,” said 
Service. 

In what seems at first somewhat of 
an odd move, the vocals were recorded 
three months after the music was 
completed. “Initially, we tried doing 


rganfields, along with Jay Santiago, 


the vocals at home. Our studio is great 
for recording music, but it isn’t really 
conducive to recording vocal work,” 
explained Service. After a break away 
from the songs, they recorded the 
vocals at the Works with Steve Loree 
(Greyhound Tragedy, Dead Beat Back 
Bone) handling their production. 
Service added that “he was a really 
good vocal coach. Steve’s taught us a 
lot about patience.” 


“The songs are all new ones, 
except for “Splinter”, which was 
originally released on Gone. This time 
it’s a little slower and from all 
directions, the parts are more intricate. 
The original version was so muddy. 
You can’t even hear the bass. We had a 
chance to repair it, so we did. Besides, 
we didn’t have any other new ones,” 
laughed Service. 


A further contrast struck by the 
Minstrels is a visual one, The album's 
cover is Edmonton ex-patriate Caroline 
Kroon’s painting Bread Pudding. 
Kroon also designed the cover for 
Gone. One aspect of its choice as cover 
was simply that they all liked the 
painting. “We also didn’t want to be 
pigeon-holed as one thing or genre,” 
reasoned Service. “An arbitrary 
painting which doesn’t have anything 
to do with the music helps that.”

It certainly doesn't 
seem that long ago that | was 
giving a Metal overview for 1992. 
Oh well, no point dwelling on the 
past; I'm sure that this year will 
contain enough surprises of its 
own. 
| guess it is incumbent upon me 
to offer my two cents worth on the 
year that was and present my 
preferred 10 (Top 10 sounds so... 
you know, commercial...) for Mind 
Compression, and, as an added 
bonus for all of the devoted readers 
of Raw Alternatives (just to show 
that | have other musical interests) 
my non-metal preferred 10. | know 
it’s a little way into 1994, but hey, 
better late than never. 

Proving once again the old adage 
that the only constant in history is 
change, 1993 saw an even more 
impressive incorporation of other 
musical styles into the Metal idiom. 
Although much of this new-found 
spirit of collaboration had been 
insinuating itself over the course of 
the last few years, it was in 1993 
that some truly noteworthy, even 
groudbreaking, albums emerged. 
While it is beyond the scope of this 
single column to detail every 
example, | will try to note some of 
the more important. 

Firstly, the European Metal scene 
has definitely arrived. The sheer 
outpouring of Metal delights was, to 
say the least, overwhelming. 
Sweden’s ENTOMBED, Britain’s 
NECROSANCT, Austria's 
PUNGENT STENCH, and 
Germany's MORGOTH all leapt 
into the front ranks with powertul, 
imaginative and serious depictions 
Of life in the new world order. While 
by no means the only ones to do 
so, they are of interest because of 
their ability to capture a mood... a 
dynamic if you will, that reflects the 
anger and uncertainty of a late 
twentieth-century society that is 





unable to deal with the problems it 


| find it somewhat ironic that so 
much of the contemporary music 
scene continues to wallow in the pit 
of self-indulgent pop stereotyping, 
while Metal music attempts to 
explore new paths of expression. 
Anyone who thinks the Metal of 
today bears any resemblance to 
the gonadic pap of a decade ago is 
sorely misinformed. Among the 
results of this move along new 
tangents, is the relegation of the 
old pop-metal and commercial 
metal (such as Motley Crue and 
Iron Maiden) to the rear ranks. 
They did their bit at one time, but 
no one can live in the past and 
expect to understand the future; so 
on we go. 

Secondly, other trends in Metal 
have garnered increasing support 
due to their ability to capture a 
notion and harden it to fit a 
changing world. the Industrial/ 
Techno movement offered some 
compelling evidence of this in 
1993, with releases _— from 
Germany’s EXCESSIVE FORCE 
and France’s TREPONEM PAL, 
both of which are impossible to 
ignore. When allied to the still- 
developing styles of the Ambient/ 
Avant Garde Metal efforts of 
groups like DEAD WORLD and 
Australia’s }|©DISEMBOWELMENT, 
the effect on listeners still linked to 
METALLICA and the like must be a 
tad discomforting, to say the least. 
But, these incorporations are a 
wave of the Metal future, so some 
extra consideration is definitely in 
order. 

Thirdly, World music and even 
Jazz are making their presence felt. 
HASSAN HAKMOUN and ZAHAR 
blend Moroccan folk (percussion 
and strings), Psychedelic, Jazz and 
Metal guitar into an inspiring Metal 
fusion for the nineties, and Florida’s 
CYNIC meld compelling Jazz bass 
and arrangement into a_ truly 
distinctive sound untried before in 
Metal. Guess what? It works. In 
fact, it’s bloody brilliant, and it was 
number two on the year. 

Finally, some of the metal 


from the “developi 
ede hy Spelt ignore. It’s stil 


ly too early to tell whether Puerto 


Rico’s ORGANIC INFEST will 
continue their progressions, but 
SEPULTURA’s Chaos A.D. rightly 
deserves its number one ranking. 
This is their angriest, most dynamic 
and well-written album yet; the 
sheer force of the album with tunes 


like “Manifest” and “Territory” (to 
name but two) is absolutely 
overpowering.

SALERNO-SONNENBERG/ 
TILSON THOMAS 
Sibelius: Violin Concerto 
(EMI Classics) 


EMI has in its possession two unique, 
recent recordings of this, Sibelius’ only 
concerto. It’s a pity that the best of both 
could not be melded into one. As it is, 
we must live with great bits from both. 

The two versions in question are the 
ones recorded with Nadja Salerno- 
Sonnenberg, and Nigel Kennedy. While 
this intensely emotional, vibrant work 
(particularly in the numerous declama- 
tions of the soloist) suit Kennedy’s tem- 
perament perfectly, resulting in a quite 
superb recording done some years ago, 
the overall sound quality of this new 
disc, with Salerno-Sonnenberg joined 
by the London Symphony under Michael 
Tilson Thomas, is breathtaking. 

Salerno-Sonnenberg’s playing is 
good, and sometimes quite involved, 
but never to the degree of Kennedy’s 
rare turn. Included on this new record- 
ing is Chausson’s “Poemefor Violin and 
Orchestra,” a somewhat ungenerous 
coupling which totals 51 minutes on 
the disc. 

For sound quality, it is hard to beat 
the thrilling dynamics of this disc, where 
the orchestra and soloist are miked with- 
out either one too dominant (Kennedy 
definitely has the foreground on his 
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version). As an artistic statement, 
Salerno-Sonnenberg and Tilson Tho- 
mas have too many other rivals, par- 
ticularly of a piece so widely recorded.

Sooner or Later

Sooner or later, everyone's got the blues, 
and when you do, you think about folks 
who've got it worse than you. It’s easy to 
believe that The Bluzbiasters have been 
there — twice. These are the voices of 
experience. The album doesn’t sound 
totally down and depressing — there are 
a few up-tempo tunes. here. as well. 
Whether it’s about cheating, drinking, 
being out of work or not being ableto find 
a friend, The Bluzblasters set the scene 
and paint a vivid picture of real life.

Authenticity is the word for Smokey Joe’s, from the folksy logo right down i, 
their Oklahoma hickory pit meats and the jargon on the menu. And well, shucks. 
them sure are friendly folks, too! 

The decor is a simple cozy affair of rustic knick-knacks from back home and 
family heirlooms including the picture of great-great grandmother of this family 
owned and operated restaurant. It’s quite common to see the cooks wande: 
around the dining room and randomly chat with the customers in a genuine, 
hearty, neighborly fashion. We did not have the heart to tell him that dear old { 
grandma had an uncanny resemblance to George Washington. i 

Having ravishing appetites, a half order of hot chicken wings and nachos were f 
split amongst us while we finished scanning and interpreting the menu. Lesson [ 
Number One: believe what the menu tells you. “We warned ya’” proclaimed the 
menu about the wings, which were excessively screaming hot (That explained 
the 60-pound bottle of Tabasco sauce sitting on the shelf of the kitchen). 

The menu has an ample selection of chicken, ribs, beef, ham, and turkey meals 
to chose from including the “Just too Much Food Platter,” guaranteed to fill up 
six people at “only $95.95." Any two complements of beans, coleslaw, corn-on- 
the-cob, baked “potater”, corn bread, potato salad, curly fries, fries, onion rings, 
or taboili (cold cracked wheat salad) can be selected with any of the main dinners 
The meat servings on these plates are available up to one and a half pounds 
Lesson Number Two: believe what the menu tells you. The offering on the small 
beef rib dinner was not your dainty little back ribs, but an enormous slab of beef 
that would have had Fred Flintstone going “Yabba Dabba Doo!” As impressive as 
the size was, the hickory smoke gave the meat a earnest keenness to its flavor and 
lent added moisture that slow curing brings. The baked beans were simmered to 
softness without getting mushy and held a mysterious edge to the flavor. 

“It ain't molasses; a lot of people think that,” commented our wandering chef.” 
We get hickory in there, but I won't tell you how.” Relatively smaller, but stil! 
very impressive in size, the Oklahoma stew was served in a hollowed-out round 
loaf of bread, which absorbed most of the gravy, leaving a true stick-to-your- 
ribs meal with chucks of hearty vegetables and hickory beef. ‘ 

If homestyle cooking and country hospitality is what this family hands down from 
generation to generation, great, great grandma should be proud of her boys.
